I шау confess 
I cannot bring myself to sympathise with these 
gallant Boer sharpshooters at the expense of the 
Englishmen who are cooped up in the beleaguered 
towns of the Transvaal. Directly the Boers flew to 
their deadly rifles for arbitrament, and besieged 
the British troops that garrisoned Pretoria, 
Wakkerstroom, and the rest of the towns, it became 
‘yur bounden duty to effect the release of our fellow- 
‘cy tatrymen in peril of their lives. The Honour of 
England demanded this, And if tlie Boer leaders 


do not avail themselves of the Armistice Com- 
mander Joubert arranged with General Sir 
Evelyn Wood on Sunday, and do not hasten to 
secure peace, our course is clear: we must teach 
them to respect Great Britain. We may as well 
renounce our Empire at once—give up India, 
abandon Canada, and yield  Australia—if we 
submit to dictation from a few thousand Dutch- 
men—marksmen though they be.

Transvaal, then, claim our first consideration, it 
must be allowed that the scurvy treatment Com- 
mandant Joubert and Mr. Kriiger received at the 
Colonial Office on their visit to this country, and the 
subsequent apathy of the present smugly complacent 
Colonial Secretary, went far to justify the Boer 
rising.

and took luncheon with his Royal Highness and the 
Duchess of Edinburgh. 

Princess Louise and suite left London on Saturday 
for Paris, en route for Italy. 

The Grand Duke Alexis of Russia, accompanied 
by the Dukeof Edinburgh, arrived at Charing-cross, 
on Saturday afternoon, by special train, having 
crossed from Calais in the morning. 

Princess Frederica (Baroness von Pawell Ram- 
mingen) was safely delivered of a daughter at three 
o'clock last Monday afternoon at Hampton Court 
Palace. З

ARMISTICE WITH THE BOERS. 

The Colonial Secretary, in the House of Lords, and 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Childers, in the Commons, 
on Monday confirmed the statement that Sir Evelyn 
Wood had agreed with the Boers for an armistice of 
eight days, and stated that the Government approved 
what he had done. 


Marcon 19, 1881 
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Sir Evelyn Wood's conference with the Dutch 
General took place half-way between the lines, the 
English being represented by General Wood, Fraser, 
Maude, Thornborough, and Cropper; and the Boers 
by Piet Joubert, 1). С. Uys, C. J. Joubert, and 
C. S. Fouchee; A. J. Forster acting as interpreter. 
General Wood is reported to have told the Boer 
leaders at the conclusion of the armistice, if peace 
was not decided on, that he intended assaulting the 
Neck immediately. 

President Brand was at Laing's Neck, with the 
view of discussing conditions of peace. 

General Roberts’s departure from England is 
described in our PICTORIAL CHRONICLE OF THE 
Вовк WAR. 

‘The mail-steamer Grantully Castle left the East 
India Docks on Tuesday morning with a battery of 
mountain guns, and steamed down to Gravesend, 
where she embarked 850 of the 49th Regiment, who 
came by railfrom Dover. The troops will be taken 
to Gibraltar, «nd there they will disembark to 
replace the 41st Regiment, who will proceed in the 
same vessel to Durban as reinforcements for the 
‘Transvaal. 

Amongst the officers on board the Grantully 
Castle are Deputy-Assistant Commissary-General 
Ernest Houghton, of the Ordnance Department, and 
Lieutenant Donald W. Stewart, of the 92nd Foot 
(Gordon Highlanders). 

A numerously-attended meeting has been held at 
Amsterdam in favour of the independence of the 
Transvaal. Resolutions were passed expressing 
sympathy with the Boers while disclaiming hostility 
to this country. The questions and Ministerial 
answers in the Dutch Parliament on Monday were to 
the same purpose. 

The Volksraad of the Orange Free State dissolved, 
after authorising President Brand to act as arbi- 
trator between the Transvaal and the British. ‘The 
State is not to be used as a base of operations in 
Basutoland, but large discretion has been left in the 
President’s hands. 


The strength of the British troops at Cape Coast 
Castle is about one thousand, which is considered 
-sufficient for the proper defence of the station. 

According to the latest intelligence from Cape 
Coast Castle, it was thought that the Ashantees 
were already on the road to the coast. At the 
request of the Acting Governor, the kings and chiefs 
of Anamaboe and Winnebah attended at Elmina 
Castle on Jan. 27, when their attention was drawn 
to the necessity of taking precautious to repel any 
attacks that might be made on their territory. It 
has been proposed to form a volunteer force for the 
defence of the town of Cape Coast Custle. 


A Cabinet Council was held at noon on Tuesday 
at the Premier's official residence, Downing-street. 
All the Ministers were present, among the first to 
arrive being the Right Нор. №. Е. Forster from 
Dublin. 

The interpellations Mr. Gladstone had to put up 
with on "Tuesday clearly indicated that the Oppo- 
sition is unwilling to see peace concluded with the 
Boers till the defeats of General Colley have been 
avenged. : 

Lord Lytton's motion in the Lords favouring the 
retention of Candahar was carried on March 4, after 
two nights’ debate, by a majority of 89—165 to 76. 

The Government will give Mr. Stanhope а day for 
bringing forward his motion iu regard to the 
abandonment of Candahar. Тһе exact day cannot 
be fixed until it is seen what progress is made with 
Supply; but it will probably be either Monday or 
Thursday next week. The debate will, it is expected, 
occupy two nights. 

Mr. Childers then made his promised statement 
on the proposed changes in the Army on March 3. 
He reviewed the operation of Lord Cardwell’s 
measures of army reform, and pointed out where 
they had proved defective. After describing the 
changes to be made in relation to promotion and 
retirement in the militia, he said that the 
minimum age of recruits should be nineteen in- 
stead of eighteen years, the term of service, as 
now, twelve years, and that the men should serve 
with the colours for seven years instead of six, 
and if serving abroad eight years, the rule to be 
applicable to all arms alike. Papers would be issued 
giving full particulars as to uniforms, titles, 
badges, and colours. Under the new system every 
regiment would take its turn for Indian and colonial 
service, at much less expense than under the present 
system. ‘aking the whole of the reforms as 
applicable to men and officers, India and this 
country would each in the end gain not much 
less than £250,000 а year, while the officer 
and the soldier would be pecuniarily the 
better by the average addition 10 their term of 
service. It was also proposed to abolish corpor 
punishment in the Army and to substitute a sum- 
mary punishment in the shape of restraint, without 
injury to life or limb. It is understood that the 
honour to be conferred in recognition of the origin of 
the volunteer rifle movement will be the title of 
K.C.B. One of these distinctions will be granted to 
Lord Elcho, and the other, it is said, to the Duke of 
Westminster.

A Welshman’s Adventure with 
Horth American Indians. 


Many a thrilling romance by Captain Mayne Reid, 
one of the best of boys’ fiction writers, will be recalled 
by the following true story. 


THE HERO IS WILLIAM WILLIAMS, 
son of John and Maria Williams, of Tyn-y-Pant, 
Ystradowen, near Cowbridge. Some years ago he 
left home to seek his fortune in the United States, 
and his parents were regularly informed of his 
doings. Nearly four years ago, however, his letters 
suddenly ceased, and no tidings could be learned of 
what had become of him. At the beginning of the 
present month the fears of Mr. and Mrs. Williams 
were set at rest by receiving a letter from their long- 
lost son informing them of his safety and fully 
accounting for his long silence. Ніз tale is one of 
treachery by Indians, stubborn fighting, ultimate 
defeat and capture. ‘The letter is dated from Fort 
Leavenworth, in Kansas; and, after a few general 
expressions of gladness at being able again to write, 
Williams proceeds :— 

** You will think it lucky that I am writing to you 
now when you hear where I have been since I last 
wrote. About a week after my last was sent [ went 
out West to the Black Hills with a party of miners 
for the purpose of prospecting for gold. We had 
been getting on well, when one day we were attacked: 
by a large number of hostile Indians, who surrounded. 
us апа killed several of my companions before we 
could defend ourselves. We then fought the red- 
skins for about six hours, until all our party were 
killed except three, myself and two others. Тһе 
savages rushed upon us, bound us, and carried us to 
one of their villages. 

* Of course we did notthink we had long to live, 
but we were disappointed (sic). The Skunks took a 
fancy to us, and told us we would have to joiu their 
tribe, which we were very glad to do, for Г can tell 
you from experience that very few white men who 
fall into their hands ever live to get away. ‘The first 
thing the Indians now did was to separate us, and 
we were sent one into each of their three principal 
villages. Here my hardships began. I had to work 
hard, and with no one to talk to, I got desperate, and 
tried many times to escape. 

“Once I managed to get away, but was captured 
and brought back and punished. After that they 
watched me so closely that I could do nothing but 
* grin and bear it,’ as they say. Sometimes I felt so 
sad that I almost wished to cie; but then I got better, 
and hoped that I should get away some day. After 
1 had been kept a close prisoner for two years, I 


heard that the State troops were cut against the 


Indians, and I hoped they would come to where I 
was. And they did very soon. 

“ There was a big battle, in which a lot of the red- 
skins were killed and captured. I was among those 
taken to the fort by the victorious forces. I was 
released as soon as I told them my story, and they 
treated me first class. There was nothing too good 
forme. After 1 had been there a short time the 
officer asked me if I would like to be a soldier. I 
said I would, and they enlisted me for five years. 
It’s a long time, but I think I shall like it.” 


THE KENTISH TOWN ROMANCE, 


Mary Anne Atkins, aged twenty-three, a nurse, 
giving her address at 124, Stamford-street, Lam- 
beth, was charged last week at Marylebone Police 
Court with unlawfully taking away a female child— 
Gladys Mary Downes, aged one year and seven 
months—the daughter of Dr. Dennis S. Downes, а.

The Commander-in-Chief and several of the 
party entered the carriage and remained for a 
time with General and Lady Roberts. Among 
the Staff proceeding by the express were Captain 
Viscount Melgund, Captain Prettyman, Captain Pole 
Carew (Coldstream Guards), Major-General Newdi- 
gate, C.B., Colonel Hughes, R.A., Assistant Com- 
missary-General Robinson, Major Yeatman Biggs, 
Lieutenant Childers, and other officers, who as they 
made their appearance were heartily cheered by the 


spectators, shouts of “ Good-by, Sir Frederick!” .

Indian Army in the former Afghan war; General 
Sir Henry lombs, Sir Vincent Eyre, Sir William 
Whish, of Mooltan celebrity ; Sir Archdale Wilson, 
the captor of Delhi; and last, but not least, Lord 
Napier of Magdala, must have exercised a powerful 
influence on your early military career; and with 
such parentage, training, and examples, it is not 
surprising that your record is one of continued active 
service, honourable employment, and heroic achieve- 
ment; nor is it to be wondered at that your name 
has been mentioned in flattering terms not less than 
twenty-three times in published despatches. 

“ Throughout the lamentable Indian Mutiny your 
name appears again and again as honourably asso- 
ciated with the capture of Delhi, where you were 
wounded; the ever-memorable relief of Lucknow ; 
the siege of Cawnpore, and the numerous operations 
which ultimately crushed the Mutiny. For these 
services, although then in a subordinate position, 
you received the thanks of the Governor-General of 


‚ India; and I must not omit that at Khoda Gunj you 


earned the Victoria Cross, so valued as the recognition 
and reward of definite acts of conspicuous personal 
bravery. I am compelled to pass over your sub- 
sequent services in the expedition against the tribes 
of the North-Western frontier of India, as well as 
thase of the Abyssinian campaign; and I can only 
refer in the briefest possible terms to your more 
recent appointment to the command of the central or 
Kuram column of advance into Afghanistan. 

* You immediately justified the wisdom of that 
appointment by the gallant and successful storming 
of the formidable heights of the Peiwar Kotal and 
the march of your victorious column through those 
stupendous passes—the gates of Afghanistan—result- 
ing in the early submisvion of the Ameer Yakoob 
Khan. Then arrived the unwelcome news of the 
treacherous massacre of Major Cavagnari and the 
British Mission at Cabul, quickly succeeded by your 
victory at Char-Asiab, and the gallant repulse of the 
enemy swarming round the cantonments of Sherpur. 
You received distinctions from your Sovereign and the 
thanks of Parliament. The capture and occupation 
of Cabul ‘speedily followed, and anticipations of 
security and peace were not unnaturally entertained. 
But the disastrous and deplorable defeat at Maiwand 
again awoke the dogs of war and aroused gloomy 
forebodings and anxieties lest the close of the war 
should in some degree resemble that of the war of 
1838-41. 

‘“ Treachery, massacre. and defeat had, as on 
the former occasion, followed in quick succession, 
and men were asking themselves—particularly those 
old enough to remember our former humiliation— 
whether history would completely repeat itself on 
this occasion. That it did not is due, under Pro- 
vidence, to the remarkable forced march of the 
Cabul-Candahar field force of 10,000 men, of which 
you had the command. Pressing on with artillery 
and needful supplies through 320 miles of desers 
country in twenty-three days, under a burning 
August sun, harassed by predatory and hostile 
tribes, and suffering individually from fever, you 
were, nevertheless, enabled to deliver an immediate 
and crushing Llow at an enemy flushed with recent 
victory, and to relieve our beleaguered countrymen 
in Candahar. This march and its results have 
become historical. It stirs our memories with 
recollections acquired in our youthful days of the 
skilful and successful march of Xenophon and his 
10,000 Greeks after the defeat of Cunaxa.”’ 


Our readers know that at the inevitable banquet 
that followed Sir Frederick pronounced the doom of 
the Short Service System. Two days before he left 
England, the gallant General visited the Qucen at 
Windsor Castle, and stopped en route at Eton College. 
An Etonian himself, General Roberts was presented 
by the Eton lads of to-day with a sword of honour. 
He made a good reply. Gencral Roberts said that 
during his last campaign in India he and the other 
Etonians with him had always dined together on the 
** Fourth of June." Their motto there, as here, had 
been ''Floreat Etona," and in the army he had 
found Eton men came well to the front. The gallant 
General proceeded to enumerate some of the Etonians 
who had recently died in battle, and among other 
distinguished names instanced that of Lieutenant 
Wilkinson, of the 60th Rifles, who while at the school 
had been captain of the Eton cricketing cleven. 
Alluding to the beneficial influence of athletic sports 
he quoted the well-known remark of the Duke of Wel- 
lington, who said that the battle of Waterloo was won 
on the Eton ‘‘ playing fields." Having complimented 
the Rifle Corps upon their efficiency, which, he re- 
marked, was quite equal to what might be expected 
considering the age and occupation of its members, 
General Roberts said he hoped soon to see his son’s 
name upon the list, and trusted that for his sake 
they would welcome him with kindness as they had 
welcomed his father with honour. 

The Eton students decided to further honour the 
gallant General by dragging his carriage in triumph 


to Windsor. Drawn by a number of Etonians, 
General Roberts’s progress through High-street, 
Eton, to Windsor Bridge, was a continued ovation, 
theresidents and spectators cheering enthusiastically. 
At Windsor Bridge he alighted, and was drawn 
thence in one of the Queen’s carriages up Thames- 
street and the Castle-hill to the Palace, followed by 
the students and residents, who only ceased their 
applause as the equipage disappeared within the 


Quadrangle. 
We heartily wish him a safe voyage, and quick 
return to “ England, Home, and Beauty ! ” 


THE GALLANT BRITISH 
STAND AND PLUCKY BOER 
ATTACK ON MAJUBA HILL. 


The Anglo-Boer conflict, which will make Sunday, 
Feb. 27, 1881, sadly memorable in our military annals, 
deserves commemoration in our two Illustrations аё 
show how the British and the Boers fought in that 
hard tussle. То the comprehensive narrative of the 


battle sent home by Mr. Cameron to the Standard, 


and republished in our last Issue, we may now 
append the vivid description which the Times 


Spécial gave of the last stand of the British redcoats, 
whom General Sir George Colley rashly led to the 
summit of the fatal hill :— 


The officers shouted, ‘Rally on your right,” which 
would bring them to the left rear, near the General with 
about fifty men. They did rally, and came to the crest of 
the hill, where Colonel Stewart, Major Fraser, Captain 
MacGregor, staff officers, and indeed every officer present, 
with revolver and sword in hand, encouraged the men by 
word and action. The whole Boer fire was concentrated on 
the last point of defence on the left rear. Тһе men were 
crowded behind a clump of stones, butthe officers called and 
directed them to deploy slightly right and left to prevent 
our being flanked. ur rear on the other side of the basin 
was only held by thirteen or twenty men; our direct front 
by a score more, but they said there were not many Boers 
there. In the direct rear the ground was very precipitous, 
and none could scaleit. It was also free to a certain extent 
from cover for the enemy. The Boers evidently resolved to 
take the points and the crest in detail, and all their efforts 
were concentrated on the left. 

Major Fraser sung out, ** Men of the 92nd, don't forget 
your bayonets!" Colonel Stewart called to the 58th, and 
Е" MacGregor ealled to the Naval Brigade. General 
Colley was directing the movement as coolly as if at 
review. 

The men fixed bayonets, and standing shoulder to 
shoulder in a semicircle poured a volley back for each of 
the enemy's volleys. Numbers fell, but there was no 
shelter to which they could be removed, This last stand 
continued for ten minutes, and the men then ran short of 
ammunition. They only had the seventy rounds which 
they earried in their pouches. A party of Boers crept u 
to forty men holding the true front; the men med wit 
bayonets, but did not get within striking distance. АП were 
shot down but three or four, With the General and the 
main body there were not more than 100 men left, 

The officers encouraged their men to fire low, and only 
when the Boers jumped up to fire а volley, and to give them 
the bayonet next. This was the last command I heard. 
In a moment our poor fellows broke aud rushed for the 
crest іп the rear. I ran with them, How any one gained 
the ridge at the rear and escaped to the camp down a preci- 

ice, a steep fall of 30 ft., and then on over enormous 
Кене, stones, and bush for а quarter of а mile, under a 
storm of bullets raining from all sides, I do not know, 
Four men dropped by my side as I ran across the basin. 

The Boers were all round, and bullets came from all 
directions, Our brave fellows, panting and bleeding while 
retreating, were shot down, ‘The sound of guns tiring from 
the camp was heard, and we took hope from the thought 
that the artillery were coming. Тһе Boer firing ceased 
after half a dozen gun-shots. A dozen of us sheltering in 
a donga, several wounded, were discovered by the Boers, 
who said they would not shoot us if we laid down our rifles, 
i hy did so, and went with the Bocrs up to the crest of the 

ill. 


DISCOVERY OF THÉ GENERAL'S 
BODY, 


The Times’ Correspondent went on to say that :— 

The Boer General gave me a pass to the camp on con- 
dition that I would show him my account before I sent it, 
He said, “ Who is the officer killed?” I suid, “Take me 
tohim." We went to where the tinal stand were made, 
and there lay a body with the face covered by the helmet. 
by the clothing I recognised the body, and lifting the 
helmet suw the face of our poor General, tho bravest 
soldier of the day, a commander loved aud admired by 
every man, ;rom the highest to the lowest. "Тіс Boers 
doubted me, and questioned me again and again as to 
whether it was y the General. I gave my word of 
honour that is was General Colley, and. they were satisfied, 
No word of exultation escaped their lips. I said, “ You 
have killed the bravest gentleman on the field.” ‘They said, 
“ Yes, he fought well.” 


BURIAL OF SIR GEORGE COLLEY. 


Brigadier - General Sir George Colley died a 
soldier's death, and reccived n soldier's funeral. It 
is worth while noting that the Boer leaders sent а 
message of condolence to Lady Colley when the sad 
company of English redcoats bore the corpse of 
their chief from the Boer Camp to the British 
Camp at Mount Prospect. The body was brought 
into the English camp on the morning of 
March 1 in an ambulance waggon. The General's 
funeral took place at sundown, the body having 
been conveyed from the camp on a gun- 
carriage, followed by all the officers and detach- 
ments from the various regiments forming the 
garrison. The pall- bearers were Lieutenant- 
Colonels Asburnhum, Parker, and Bond; Majors 
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Ogilvie and Elmes; Captains Vibart and Smith, 
and Lieutenant Brotherton. 

Another gallant officer, Commander Romilly, who 
was severely wounded in the fight on Majuba Hill, 
died in the British Camp on March 3, and was 
buried in the presence of all the officers, detachments 
of each regiment attending. 


‘THE BOER LOSS AT THE 
SPITZKOP. 


The Daily News’ Special * wired" from Newcastle 
last Sunday :— 

The Boers reassert that their losses in the last battle 
were only eight men, of which one was killed; but I am 
still of opinion that their losses were a hundred and sixty 
and over, 

Which figures would bring the Boer loss to some- 
thing nearer the English loss, now close upon one 
hundred in killed alone. 


THE WEEK'S ARMISTICE. 
The Daily News’ Special was the first to inform us 


that 


** General Wood, who left Newcastle last Sunday 
morning for Mount Prospect, subsequently went on 
to have an interview with Joubert; and that the 
interview resulted in an armistice until Monday 
next." 

In the House of Lords on Monday Lord Kim- 
berley, in reply to Lord Cadogan, contirmed the in- 
telligence that an armistice had been concluded. Two 
telegrams had been received from Sir E. Wood. 'l'he 
first was as follows:—‘‘ Have signed an agreement 
for an armistice, to continue until midnight of 
March 14; we have power to send eight days’ pro- 
visions to the beleaguered towns, which Joubert 
engages to pass through." ‘The second telegram 
was as follows :— 

“ The following are the conditions of the armistice 
agreed to this day between Joubert and myself:— 
‘Object, to allow Kruger time to reply to com- 
munication from the late Sir G. Colley, and other 
communications, with a view to peaceable settlement. 
We mutually agree to cessation of hostilities from 
noon on the 6th to midnight on March 14. Con- 
ditions :—First, in that period both promise not to 
make forward movement from present position, but 
each to retain liberty of movement within the lines 
of each. Second, Sir E. Wood to have liberty to 
send eight days’ provisions, but no ammunition, to 
all Trausvaal garrisons, the Boer officers undertaking 
to pass provisions through. ‘Third, Joubert under- 
takes to send notice of armistice to respective 
garrisons and to all commanders of Boers, and urge 
them to allow of the withdrawal of the British 
wounded from those garriscns into Natal.’’’ In the 
House of Commons similar explanations were given 
by Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Childers. 


SIR EVELYN WOOD'S FORCE. 


Sir Evelyn Wood will, before the expiration of 
the armistice, have at the front a force of fully 
5000 men. They will consist of 1200 cavalry— 
namely, the 6th Inniskillings, the 15th Hussars, a 
squadrou of the King’s Dragoon Guards, and a corps 
of mounted infantry. He will also have fourteen 
guus, 1300 men of the 2nd and 8rd Battalions of the 
60th Rifles, 200 men of the 58th Regiment, 550 of the 
583га, 700 of the 92nd, and 780 of the 97th, making a 
total of 3530 infantry of the Line. Besides which һе 
will have the Naval Brigade, with their Gatling 
guns. Sir Evelyn will also be joined by Colonel 
ltedvers Buller, V.C., his old companion in arms, 
who was associated with him during the 'ГтапзКе1 
and Zulu wars. 

Gencral Wood has taken General Colley’s several 
appointments. He has visited Mount Prospect and 
Newcastle, examining the country round, built Fort 
Ingogo, strengthened each camp, and hurried rein- 
forcemoents to Newcastle. 


ANOTHER MURDEROUS 
OUTRAGE BY THE BOERS. 


Indignation has naturally been caused by a das- 
tardly outrage similar in nature to the murder of 
Captain Elliott. Dr. Barber, accompanied by a inan 
named Dyas as assistant, proceeded, under the 
auspices of the Red Cross Society—some say by 
invitation of the Boers themselves—to attend on the 
wounded. On approaching the Boer camp, they 
were arrested by the vedettes and taken before 
Joubert, who charged them with being spies. ‘They 
were tied to a waggon nearly three days, until heavy 
rains set in. They were then ordered across tlie 
border, under escort. Оп reaching the boundary, 
the doctor's horses were taken away by Joubert’s 
orders. Barber and Dyas then proceeded to walk, 
and had got about forty yards away, when the escort 
fired upon them. A ball entered Barber's ear and 

assed through his head, death being instantaneous.

Carnarvon; but were summarily apprised by him 
“ that it was altogether impossible for Her Majesty's 
Government to entertain the idea of reversing?" the 
action of Sir Т. Shepstone on April 12. On their 
return to South Africa, about the end of that year, 
they found all their Dutch fellow-countrymen іп а 
state of great indignation. Sir T. Shepstone, the 
Administrator, had been going about to receive a 
number of addresses, welcoming the British rule, 
which were got up by his agents, and by English 
traders, officeseekers, or other foreign partisans, to 
support the annexation. It was by this artificial 
demonstration on the part of а small number of 
inhabitants of the towns, but scarcely any of the 
Boers, that Lord Carnarvon had been so grossly 
deceived. The hostile agitation, however, grew so 
formidable that Sir T. Shepstone had to issue a 
severe proclamation, threatening the condign 
punishment of its promoters; notwithstanding 
which, Independence Committees were soon formed 
at Pretoria, Potchefstroom, and other centres, and 
125 memorials against the annexation were circu- 
lated throughout the whole country. These were 
signed by 6591 adult free citizens, while the counter- 
memorials, sent round at the same time, in favour of 
British rule, obtained only 587 signatures. At the 
combined meeting of April 4, 1878, all the chief 
pos and districts were represented — Pretoria, 

otchefstroom, Middelburg, Heidelberg, Wakker- 
stroom, Utrecht, Lydenberg, Rustenburg, and 
Marico. It was resolved, after three days’ de- 
liberation, to send a second deputation to England, 
consisting ‘of Mr. Kriiger, as before, and Mr. P. J. 
Joubert. 

This deputation came to England—with what 
result we know. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach was as 
deaf to reason as little Lord Carnarvon was. Тһе 
Boers, by reason of their slave-holding and debt- 
repudiating proclivities, may not deserve our sym- 
pathies. ut the history of their chosen leaders’ 
reception by the late Tory Ministers in London adds 
but another signal proof to the a instances which 
show with what little wisdom England is governed. 
‘The time has clearly come when Englishmen must 
look about them in earnest, in order to elect a class 
of Ministers far more prudent, far quicker to remedy 
grievances at home and abroad than were the Tory 
Secretaries for the Colonies who annexed the Trans- 
vaal, апа far more worthy our trust and confidence 
than is their Liberal successor, Lord Kimberley, 
who must have been hybernating like a dormouse to 
await the outbreak of the Boer War before vigorously 
dealing with the Transvaal difficulty.

JAMES ABRAM GARFIELD, 


lawyer, soldier, member of Congress, and Senator, 
was born in November, 1831, at a small village called 
Orange, in the north-eastern part of Cuyahonga, 
county Ohio, a village at that time of but a few score 
inhabitants. His parents were only able to provide 
him with a rudimentary education, and at an early age 
he commenced life as а day labourer. After follow- 
ing this oceupation for sometime he became a driver, 
and then a boatman on the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Canal, and in 1849, with the object of improving his 
education, attended an academy, and studied with such 
success that the following winter he undertook the 
teaching of a district school. Several years later he, 
having in the meantime made much progress, was 
appointed teacher of languages in the Eclectic Insti- 
tute at Hiram, Ohio, the following year becoming 
president of that institution, which office lie held till 
1861. In the meantime, in 1859, he had been elected 
а member of the Senate of his native State, and in 
1860 was admitted to the Bar. An ardent me 
of the Union, after the War of Secession had com- 
menced he raised, in the autumn of 1861, the 
42nd Regiment of Ohio Volunteers, of which he 
was made Colonel, and dispatched to Eastern 
Kentucky, where with his own régiment, in con- 
junction with the 40th Ohio Regiment, he defeated 
Humphrey Marshall. He was subsequently created a 
Major-General “ for gallant and meritorious services 
in the battle"' (Chickamauga), and with this rank his 
military career shortly after came to an end. In 
October, 1862, Mr. Garfield was elected to Congress 
from the nineteenth district of Ohio, which he has 
continued to represent till the present time, though 
at the recent Senatorial election he was returned as a 
Senator from his native State. Our Portrait of 
General Gartield is from a photograph by Mr. B. E.

TERRIBLE EARTHQUAKE IN 
ITALY — 
The picturesque drawing we print of the 


ISLAND OF ISCHIA, 
from the poetical pencil of Mr. Samuel Read, will be 
regarded with a painful interest, inasmuch as Ischia 


was on Friday, March 4, the scene of a deplorably 
fatal earthquake. Ischia is one of the largest islands 
in the beautiful Bay of Naples; and, before Vesuvius 
resumed its activity in the reign of Titus, was the 
volcanic safety-valve of Southern Italy. It is the 
north-east shore, on which rises the Castle of Ischia, 
that Mr. Read’s Illustration represents. Turn we 
now to the lamentable convulsion which has plunged 
this fruitful island into mourning. 


THE SHOCK 


took place at five minutes past one on Friday after- 
noon, March 4, the hour at which the village clock 
of Casamicciola remained standing. It lasted seven 
seconds, and was accompanied by a noise like sub- 
terranean thunder. Then came the crash of falling 
houses, mingling with the shrieks of the victims. 
Many were killed instantaneously, mothers being 
found crushed with infants still clinging to their 
breasts. .At Villa Canetti two girls out of three 
playing on a doorstep were struck dead by the falling 
of the architrave. The third escaped as by a miracle. 
Some 300 houses are reported to have fallen at 
Casamicciola, and ` 


110 DEAD BODIES 
were found after two days’ search. At Ameno five 
persons were killed, and thirteen houses have fallen. 
The panic-stricken inhabitants are now camping in 
the fields, afraid to venture back even to the houses 
spared by the earthquake. Many deeds of heroism 
were performed by the military, who at once 
hastened to the spot. A Neapolitan sergeant 
plunging among the ruins of a fallen house rescued 
а woman with her babe. A corporal saved a blind 
man, who, unconscious of danger, struggled with his 
rescuer. Harrowing scenes were presented at the 
mortuary chamber—mothers, wives, children, striving 
to snatch the dead from the biers on which the 
soldiers were carrying them away. One mother was 
long seen hugging a little corpse, fondly believing 
that life would return. Three rooms which remained 
intact in the Monte di Pieta have been fitted up to 
accommodate 200 of the homeless, and the directors 
of that institute sent to Naples for 300 blankets to 
distribute among those compelled to sleep in the 


open air. Í 

SUBSIDIES 
amounting to £440 have been sent by the Ministers 
of the Interior and Justice, and a bill was presented 
to Parliament for the relief of the sufferers. 


THE HOUSES AT OLD CASAMICCIOLA 
and Menella are mostly levelled to the ground ex- 
cepting the principal hotels and mineral bath estab- 
lishments. The strangers left at once panic-stricien, 
but unhurt. The damage done to house property 
alone is estimated at above one million francs, The 
probable loss of life is 200. Р 

The surviving inhabitants of Casamicciola are 
camped in tents, and are bewildered by terror апа 
despair. All accounts agree in describing the catas- 
trophe as happening without any premonitory 
symptoms. The shock came, and then the crash of 
falling houses and the shrieks of the wounded and 
dying simultaneously revealed the disaster. The 
town of Ischia has not suffered at all. At Lacco, it 
is said, no very serious damage has been done. 


We are sure all who have gained pleasure and 
renewed health by a visit to this entrancingly beau- 
tiful part of southern Italy will hasten to send to 
the Lord Mayor of London their mites for the relief 
of the terrible sufferings of the survivors from this 
calamity.

But General Garfield 
looks much younger 
than forty-nine.  Al- 
though the top of his 
head is slightly bald,

of more than five-and- 
thirty. About his whole 
personality, form as 
well as face, in his tone 
of thought, and in his 
mode of speech, there 
| f is an abounding vitality 

j which unmistakably 
betokens the most complete condition of manly health, 
His voice is melodious and strong, and its musical utter- 
ances are often heard in the church of the Campbellites, the 
Teligious sect to which the General belongs. 


His hair is of а chestnut brown, cropped rather short; 
he wears the full beard, with here and there some silver 


touches amid its brown luxuriance. In figure he is over the 


middle height, his broad shoulders are well set back, and 
his shapely head is admirably poised upon his firm, rounded 
neck. As for his lineage, it is certain that his ancestors 
came to America with Governor Winthorp in 1620; and 
some have it that these ancestors were a good old Middlesex 
family, while others maintain that they were gentry of 
Chester, 


In the present occupant of the office of Chief Executive 
the American nation undoubtedly possesses the finest 
scholar who was ever promoted to the Presidential chair, 
with the one exception of Thomas Jefferson. It possesses 
&lso а man of engaging manners, cordial and simple, yét 
perfectly dignified. The angels of his hearth-stone are his 
beautiful little mother, whose face smiles down upon us 
from amid her laces in her portrait on the wall (‘She is 
visiting in Cleveland to-day," explains the General. “І 
wish you could see her.

OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE BOAT- 
RACE, 


Now active training has begun for the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Boat-Race, public interest is being roused in the 


contest fixed for 
Fripay, APRIL 8. 


The Oxonians will probably again spend a week at 
Taplow before coming to Putney, and they will leave 
Oxford in about a week. The Cantabs will leave the Cam 
about the same time, and after spending a week at Kingston, 
or possibly at Pangbourne, will appear on the Thaines tide- 
way about the 25th inst. 

If any enthusiasts who have laid two to one on Oxford 
would iuspect the crews for themselves, and not rely upon 
hearsay апа ex-parte statements, they would becomestrongly 
of opinion that the relative difference between the two 
eights is not at the present moment nearly so great as the 
alleged state of the betting would lead one to suppose. It 
must be admitted that at the end of last year the 
prospects of Oxford were far more “ » than 
those of Cambridge, and there is still the fact that, 
while Oxford Have five of last year's victorious 
Eight rowing in this year's crew, Cambridge have been 
able to secure only one old hand. This, however, as far as 
the Light Blues are concerned, need not be regretted ; for 
nearly all independent persons possessing a knowledge of 
the art of rowing who have seen the present Cambridge Bight 
have at once become impressed with the idea that they 
are superior, both as regards strength and style, to the 
Light Blue crew of 1880. The Oxonians, on the otherhand, 
are at present not equal to whet they were at the same 
period of practice last year. 


THE OXONIANS, 


Messrs, West and Wharton, who filled the posts of stroke 
and No. 7 last year, again occupy these positions, and fill 
them in a most creditable manner. Mr. West, although 
perhaps failing to finish his stroke with that smartnéss 
which generally characterises Oxford and Eton rowing, 
reaches out well and grips the water firmly, while Mr. 
Wharton swings fore and aft with admirable р n. 
Mr. Brown, of Hertford, who rowed No. 21astyear, оссар 
the sixth thwart. He is a powerful man and rows 
hard, but he slightly retards the pace of the boat by letting 
his body go too far back at the end of the stroke. For the 
centre seat a powerful man is especiaily needed, and the 
Dark Blues may be congratulated upon x жт po- 
sition tilled in a most satisfactory manner, Mr. Kindersley 
not only Tm great strength, but he rows in excellens 
style, and makes full use of the muscular power with which 
Nature has provided him. Another strong man-—at ail 
events, a heavy one—is located at No. 4, but he makes very 
little use of his weight. He and Messrs. Buck and 
Pinkney (Nos, 3 and 2) are the only new men in 
the Eight. Mr. Buck rows hard but ‘awkwardly, 
and, like his fellow-collegian, Mr. Brown, lets his body go 
a great deal too far back, No. 2 is a spare man, and seems 
hardly to possess the requisite stamina for a four-and-a- 
half mile race. He reaches out well, and rows in fairly 
good form generally; but when rowing the long course to 
Abingdon on Friday week he soon showed signs of weakness 
and want of the capacity to hold on to the end. Last year’s 
bow, Mr. Poole, of Brasenose, again fills that seat: Although 
not a big man, he seems tough and strong, and, with the 
exception of a tendency to feel the water before getting his 
work on, his rowing is all that could be desired. 


THE CANTABS. 


Mr. Watson-Taylor deserves all praise for the energy 
which he bas displayed at Cambridge. Тһе result of his 
efforts has been the formation of a crew which is a far more 
efficient one than Cambridge men generally expected would 
be chosen to represent their interests. In the absence 
of Mr. Baillie, last year's stroke, Mr. Brooksbank has been 
intrusted with that position. Although not quite so at home 
at the work as Mr. West, he rows with great pluck and 
determination; and if he could manage to swing 
more evenly, and keep his body and arms more than 
he dees, he would become a most useful oarsman. No. 7, 
Mr. Moore, although stinging ore and aft with tolerable 
regularity, seems to lack strength, and—to use a tethnical 
expression — rows more with his arms than with his 


body. No. 6, too, fails to get his work on at the 
right moment, owing to the same cause. Mr. Lambert, 
who occupies the centre seat, is a powerful h - 


weight, who appears to be a decided acquisition to the егет. 
He is көте at No. 4 by Mr. Atkin, who also rows with 
considerable power. The president, at No. 3, is doing 
better than might have been supposed. A great deal has 
been made of the advent of Mr. Sandford. hen he first 
came on the scene, early last week, he was placed at the 
fourth thwart, but was afterwards put back to No. 2, where 
he rowed in the race of 1880. Mr. Gridley, who is an old 
Etonian, wants muscle, and fails to show at he 
possesses sufficient stamina for a University race. There is 
some k of Mr. A. Н. Prior, of Lady t, 
being placed at the bow seat, and should this alteration be 
effected it would undoubtedly work considerable improve- 
теш іп the boat. Of the two the Dark Blues are perhaps 
the better at present, but the Cantabs show every promise 
of rapid improvement ; and it is quite certain that the 
"reed odds in no way properly represent the relative 
ifference between the two crews.

A DISCIPLE OF PEACE.

on Saturday committed for trial at the Central 
Criminal Court on charges of attempting to murder 
three perscns, and committing burglary, in Kensing- 
ton, "Thecaseagainst him was so clear that he made 
а confession to the police, and promised not to give 
them ** much trouble ’’ at the trial, adding that he 
knew he should be sentenced to twenty years' penal 
servitude, or perhaps for life. Тһе prisoner is 
undoubtedly a most dangerous criminal, and the 
police are to be congratulated on their success in 
laying hands upon him. 


MURDER IN KENT. 


Early last Sunday morning a shocking murder 
was discovered to have been committed at Seven 
Oaks, Kent. Some men walking down St. 
Botolph-road, near the South-Eastern Railway 
Station, found the body of a man unknown, in a 
hop-garden on the roadside. The deceased appeared 
to beatramp. His face bore marks of violent treat- 
ment, and his clothes were very much torn. The 
police have ascertained that some navvies were 
fighting in the neighbourhood on the previous night. 
A post-mortem examination showed that there were 
at least fifteen wounds on the head. ‘The cause of 
death was concussion of the brain. 


MURDER IN IRELAND. 


A daring murder was perpetrated near Multi- 
farnham on Friday жеек. As Patrick Farrell, of 
Moyvore, was returning home «across the fields from 
Muitifarnham Fair he was met by two men, one of 
whom discharged a pistol at him and the other tired 
several shots from a revolver. Farrell died from the 
effects of the wounds on Saturday morning. ‘The 
cause attributed is that Farrell took over disputed 
land some yéars ago. The deccased was а tenant of 
Alderman Harris, of Dublin. 


LONDON DANGERS. 


At Westminster, Samuel Howard, living in Suffolk, 
prosecuted two mon last Saturday for stealing his 
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watch and chain and ten pounds. He met them 
casually, treated them, and eventually found himself 
relieved of his property, the watch being dropped by 
one of the men after he was in custody. 

At Marylebone, the same day, a widow, named 
Elizabeth Sargent, who described herself as a 
countrywoman, told a strange story. She intrusted 
herself in the company of two strange men, one of 
whom, after dmnking with her, took her to his 
mother’s house “ for protection," where she awoke, 
finding herself being robbed of seventy pounds that 
had been secreted on her.
